In 1953 Grac^dCumpkin voluntarily advised the New Yor k Division 
that she had been a communist symnathizer at one time, although ^never a card- 
carrying member, and stated that she gave up her communist activities in the 
late 1930s. No investigation has been conducted regarding Lumpkin.

Captioned book was reviewed, and, although its subject matter concerns 
a fictional story about communist activities, the book contains only one passing 
reference to the FBI. indicating that the FBI has investigative jurisdiction in 
subversive matters (p. 26) . The book^s not critical of thfe FBI. 

According to the author the characters and incidents in the book are 
composites created from life and experience; however, "the truth is here for 
those willing to open their hearts and minds to receive it. " 

From a technical point of view, the book is well written and is one which 
will be praised by those who support the author's views or condemned by those 
holding contrary opinions. Basically, the author's theme is that although 
A^ricrfs heritage is one with a theistic orientation, there is a present day trend 
in oy^ society away from this herifage toward an equalitarian,humanistic view f*~\ 
which idolizes man and his social welfare. By use of dialogue, the author uses\^f 
quotatioifsj^nd ideas from Marx and Lenin to demonstrate that many of the trends 
of our jsociejy are possibly linked to communist ideology. The book points out 
that while thfe^ounding fathers were deeply religious and believed in public 
acknowledgement of a Creator, the present day trend is to abolish all forms of 
religion in the public life of the country; The author allows some of the novel 1 s 
characters to be critical of the United Nations and Supreme Court decisions 



concerning religious education and prayer.

This of f icj^received, on 4/26/63, a pape^feound 
booklet entitled ^^TUDY OF SYNANON" by JOHN IJjpjOTAR, H.D, , 
190 Mill Street, Reno, Nevada, price 50£e per single copy, 
25$ per copy for three or more. The cover page indicates 
that this booklet was published in March, 1963. 

The booklet traces the history of Synanon with the 
stated purpose of enabling the reader to understand the purposes^ 
methods, and philosophy behind the Synanon movement. Reference <s> ^ 
material is limited to publications which have been distributed % 
or published by supporters of Synanon, or Synanon, Inc. 
Comments about these publications are drawn from official 
governmental investigating committee/ reports. 

The booklet states thaf^Synanon was established as 
an organization for the treatment of drug addiction, first in 
Santa Monica, California, then in Reno, Nevada, and Westport, 
Connecticut. It adds that it uses a group method, such as 
has been found therapeutic in treatment of alcoholic addiction, 
but carried further by encouragement of the member to conform 
to the abstinence-ideal of his fellows, who are expected to 
associate with him as much as possible, and to inform the 
group of any slips by the member subject to censure by the 
group for failure to so report. 
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^ The author points out that the supporters of Synanon 

"and its methods propose to obtain sufficient support from 
government that in the future, criminals will |3e forced, in 
lieu of other punishment by the courts, to join such groups. 
He adds that they appear to envision the extension, to the 
entire society, of such group organization to achieve "sociometric 
re-orientation" of individuals so that a psychiatric empire 
will emerge gradually and spreadpver the globe, with "social 
scientists, psychiatrists, sociatrfsts and sociometrically 
oriented socialists" taking- the place of politicians. 
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The author indicates that there is a parallel 
between (1) the organization and methods of Synanon, and 
brain-washing techniques of communism. He cites state 
and Federal investigating committee records to indicate 
that writers of publications distributed or published by 
supporters of Synanon are sympathetic to, or connected with 
the international communist movement. 



The author concludes, "That many persons of 
communist or communist front persuasion have lent their 
assistance and their names to Synanon is not evidence that 
Synanon was created by the communist conspiracy. Rather, 
the evidence indicates that the ...complex can be used and 
usurped by the communists. It is not the province of this 
author to perform the functions of a duly consitituted 
governmental investigating agency. ..." 

"If there is evidence of communist affectation of 
Synanon, this evidence can by obtained by the appropriate 
investigative body." 

For the information of the Bureau, Dr. DETAR was 
defeated in a municipal primary election held in Reno, 
Nevada, during May, 1963. 

During and after the campaign Dr. DETAR was accused 
of, and readily admitted, membership in the John Birch Society.
